methods  and  sehemes  in  the  Old  Land. 

Ko  Apoionr  to  aiain 

In  presenting  those  fiiets  we  have  no  apol 
ogy  to  make.  We  will  stand  or  fall  by  our 
presentation  of  tho  ease,  all  of  wliieh  is  fully 
vouched  for  by  the  testimony  of  thousands  of 
reputable  men  and  women. 

When  it  waa  anneated  that  this  pamphlet 
should  be  published  so  as  to  give  those  un- 
familiar with  the  tricks  of  commerce  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  cloven  foot  behind  the 
whole  scheme,  some  timid  natures  thought  that 
iu  doing  so  it  would  only  be  advertising  the 
Oo-operwdve  proposition,  and  thereby  do  our 
eanae  no  good.  Others  thought  differently,  as 
is  demonstrated  in  our  advertising  column*, 
and  as  an  old  retail  merchant,  and  one  who 
has  given  the  bub.iect  of  the  retail  distribution 
of  commerce  considerable  thought,  I  have  un- 
dertaken to  place  the  8ubje,!t  before  the  pub- 
Ue,  and  I  will  take  the  full  responsibility  and 
OBoa,  if  any,  by  those  interested  in  promoting 
these  stores  for  any  and  all  atatemento  that 
are  made  herein.

Truth  can  never  die,  it  will  live  in  spite  of 
any  attempt  that  may  be  made  to  smother  it 
up  or  misdirect  it. 

Falsehood  clothed  is  apparently  the  garments 
of  tmtk  aooB  beeoaMi  exposed,  and  its  final 
end  is  death.  We  brieve  tint  it  ia  tto  duty 
of  every  true  eitiaen  to  plaee  a  red  Ught  on 
the  roadway  when  danger  holea  are  «Haeovered, 
mtA  ve  tov«  dlsw^eyed  pitf  aBe  ia  the  road- 


way of  commerce  in  the  form  of  Co-otarative 
Sodety  Stores,  and  this  pamphlet  is  th«  red 
light  to  warn  all  investors  of  the  danger*  tliA 

lurk  in  their  pathway. 

Fala*  and  Tine  Oo-operatlon 

There  are  very  few  who  nadeittsnd  the  gfvat 

commercial  law  of  the  diatribntion  of  merehan- 
dise,  and  ignoranee  of  it  has  brought  about  the 
creation  of  hundreds  of  impraetieable  schemes, 
that  are  the  result  of  theories  that  arc  not 
based  upon  the  practical  affairs  of  life. 

The  great  commercial  nations  of  the  earth 
to-day  did  not  reach  to  their  present  stage  by 
chance.  It  has  been  the  result  of  hundreds  of 
years  of  praetieal  experiments  made  by  earseat, 
thoughtful  men  who  have  been  endeavoring  to 
reach  the  required  results  in  the  most  natnral 
manner  with  the  least  resistance.  One  nation 
co-operating  with  the  other  nation,  and  all  the 
various  interests  within  one  nation  co-operating 
one  with  the  other.  The  timber  from  the  for- 
est, the  grain  from  the  Held,  tke  metal  from  the 
mine,  all  finding  their  way  down  the  natoral 
avenues  of  trade,  passing  in  bulk  to  the  whole- 
saler, and  then  to  the  retailer,  and  being  gradu- 
ally and  individually  distributed  to  those  who 
require  them.  This  is  natural  co-operation. 
The  co-operation  that  we  are  about  to  deal 
with  is  merely  one  in  name,  and  they  have 
adopted  that  beautiful  name  so  as  to  avoid 
suspicion,  and  to  hypnotise  the  inquiring  mind 
from  looking  beneath  the  surfaee. 

True  co-operation  embraces  everything  that 
will  beneilt  all  and  everyone,  and  reaches  out  to 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  The  name  co-operation 
that  has  been  applied  to  these  societies  begins 
only  when  the  promoter  has  seemed  the  sale  of 
the  flrst  share  of  stoek  in  these  eonewms,  aa4 
embraces  ovSj  those  iriM  eontflbate  grist  to 
thoi'-  mill,  and  it  ends  when  they  fail  to  pay 
dividends.  If  you  stop  buying  shares  or  stop 
buying  goods  in  their  shops  you  stop  co-operat- 
ing, but  with  true  co-operation  it  begins  when 
the  first  settler  places  his  axe  into  the  mighty 
oak  of  the  forest,  and  it  ends  only  when  all 
the  burfaess  in  all  the  great  eraimereial  thor- 
oughfares is  ended.  The  one  wtanl,  tko

Jt«  growth  and  development  liaa  been  built  up- 
on its  ability  to  aliuso  ami  iniMrrpresent  the 
retail  trader,  uml  by  iiliowing  those  false  and 
unfair  HtutonicntH  to  go  umhallengod,  the  in- 
dividual traders  uf  Kurope  have  uow  got  to 
faoe  a  moMtrona  propoaitioa  that  only  hard 
work  and  energy,  and  the  admlttanee  of  plenty 
of  truth  and  daylight  will  ever  overthrow.

In  Canada  it  will  not  be  so.  We  mean  to 
challenge  every  falsi;  statrmrnt  these  concerns 
make.  Wo  mean  to  oxpoHo  their  true  inward- 
ness, and  we  proniisc  them  now  the  cleanest, 
hardest,  squurest  fight  that  they  ever  had  in 
their  Uvea,  and  if  they  want  ease  and  comfort 
they  most  play  fair  and  square,  or  otherwise 
go  down  to  defeat. 

Having  outlined  our  position,  let  us  now  turn 
our  tittcntioii  to  Homo  of  tho  facts  concerning 
the  movements  of  these  "  Cu-operatora "  in 
Canada. 

Bow  flM  Oo-operators  Endeavored  to  lacn 
Special  Legiilation 

Their  first  step  was  to  seek  special  legislation 
so  that  they  could  operate  these  stores  in  any 
electoral  district  in  Canada,  and  form  limited 
liability  co-^panios  without  paying  any  govern- 
ment fee  whatever,  and  not  be  subject  to  the 
■ame  strict  rules  that  are  required  by  incor- 
porated companies  under  the  Joint  Stock  Com- 
panies' Act.  This  request  waa  made  by  them 
under  the  representation  that  it  waa  for  the 
purpose  of  benefiting  "the  poor  working  man" 
--a  very  useful  cloak  to  cover  a  multitude  of 
sins,  whereas  the  underlying  motive  was  to 
secure  special  privileges  so  that  they  could 
secure  the  poor  working-man's  money,  and  not 
be  eompelled  to  make  the  necessary  reports  to 
the  government,  unless  someone  charged  them 
with  mismanagement,  and  then  only  after  °eon- 
siderable  diiBculty  had  been  experienced. 

Late  one  Friday  night,  when  a  large  number 
of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  had 
gone  home  for  their  weeldy  visit,  this  monstrous 
piece  iif  legislation,  which  had  been  introduced 
for  three  sueeeasiva  sessions  by  Mr.  Monk,

"We  have  already  had  organizations  of  this 
character  in  our  province,  and  they  proved 
nothing  short  of  an  unlimited  curse.  I  know 
all  about  these  organisationa.  We  bad  them 
in  our  district.  We  had  the  Grangers,  for 
I  stance,  an  organisation  that  had  aa  ealstwoe 
j  for  many  yeara.  A  good  many  of  those  that 
I  took  an  interest  with  them  went  around,  cutely 
whispering  in  tho  oars  of  farmers  that  retail 
merchants,  as  a  class,  were  charging  the  eon- 
sumers  of  goods  far  more  than  they  could  easily 
obtain  them  for  by  such  organizations  aa  they 
had,  ad  that  they  would  give  them  tho  goods 
at  very  much  leas.  A  great  many  people  warn 
Induced  to  eontribnto  a  share,  ten  doUart}  at 
roost  every  fanner  who  listened  to  the  atoriaa 
that  were  told  by  these  w''  -  ugents  became 
stockholders,  contributed  their  ten  dollars,  with 
,  the  assurance  that  they  would  get  a  dividend 
at  the  end  of  the  year  upon  their  ten  dollaia^ 
and,  in  addition  to  that,  they  would  got  tho 
gooda  that  they  required  for  themaelvoa  at  flrak 
cost.  All  others  buying  goods  would  have  to 
pay  a  certain  profit,  but  those  that  contributed 
the  money  for  the  formation  of  the  organization 
would  get  their  goods  at  cost ;  others 
who  bought,  not  being  members  of  the 
i  organization,  woald  have  to  pi^,  say,  twenty 
or  twenty-fiTo  per  eent.  advanee,  and  the 
result  of  sneh  a  system  would  bo  thai 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  shareholders 
would  get' a  dividend  on  their  ten  dollars,  and 
that  they  would  get  in  the  meantime,  through- 
out the  year,  everything  they  wanted  to  buy  at 
I  wholeaale  prteo. 

Oo-operatlon  Died  a  Natural  Death  "

They  commenved  quarrniling  amongat  them- 
selvei.  For  ioataaee,  in  a  Graaga  that  waa 
formed  ia  u.  aeetioa  of  the  eonatiy,  oao  of 
tiMae  orgaaiaatioaa  aoat  for  two  balea  of  bof- 
falo  robM,  whiek  they  were  to  get  at  a  redoeed 
price.  When  the  robes  came  aloug,  the  first 
man  that  I'aino  pickpU  out  the  best  robe  of 
twonty  four,  and  tbo  next  man  who  came  in 
picked  the  next  best,  und  so  on,  and  when  they 
reached  the  end,  the  last  man  wlio  came  ia 
had  to  take  the  poor  onea.  They  would  not 
aeeept  them,  and  a  lawsuit  onaued,  and  it  waa 
the  means  of  breaking  up  the  whole  buaineaa, 
lieeauao  while  the  robes  wcro  the  same  ia  priee 
tk^  were  not  of  equal  quality. 

Tha  Imooth-Tongnad  Agant 

There  is  no  class  in  Canada  to-day  that  in 
struggling  harder  to  carry  on  tkeir  business 
than  the  retail  morchar.ts.  They  have  the  hard- 
eat  llgkt  of  any  claaa  of  men  in  Canada  to-day. 
I  do  Bot  believe  i^nt  the  retail  merekants  ia 
"anada,  after  psyL      '  ic  necessary  expenses 

!»ectpd  with  their  '.usincss,  can  show  a  clear 

otii  five  per  cent,  over  all  costs,  and  allow 
luything  at  all  for  their  own  time.  Is  it  wise, 
's  it  prudent  to  encourage  organizations  of  the 
pru^  jed  in  tliia  bill    that  will  strike 

irther  at  the  buaineaa  of  retail  merekantaf 
ubtedly  will  be  tbe  meana  of  e^tabliak-

Tha  Vaople  Like  to  be  Rnmbnggad 

Kverv  dollar  that  lln'He  (i-uuiiii!ntion»  folle<-t 
in  Hint  way  lakix  liiiMiniMH  away  from  the 
retail  aiert-hant,  an  !  wh4'n  you  |Mit  that  at  the 
back  if  institutions  like  Katmi 'h  and  Himp- 
son's,  of  Toronto,  wko  send  gouda  to  portioaa 
of  the  Proriaee  of  Ontario,  oae  knadfad  to  om 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  round  tke  eity  of  To- 
ronto, it  will  mean  ruin  to  the  small  country 
trader.  The  express  liusineMs  done  from  these 
largo  institutions  in  Toronto  is  enormous.  They 
are  killiug  out  the  retail  trade.  Possibly  they 
may  be  some  benefit  to  the  eouumer.  I  have 
tried  to  gat  at  tha  bottom  of  it,  and  kava 
eume  to  tke  eoaelnaioB  that  there  ia  a  great 
deal  of  this  bnaineas  done  on  tbe  prineiple  of 
humbug.  Itarnum  oni'<'  said  that  thn  people 
liked  to  be  humbugged,  and  that  he  was  going 
to  give  them  n  Hurfeit  of  it.  That  may  bo 
true.  1  believe  there  is  a  certaiu  perrentage 
of  the  i>cople  who  like  to  be  humbugged.  Not 
only  that,  but  tkey  will  not  be  satiafled  nnleaa 
they  are  knmbngged. 

I  kave  no  doubt  tkat  eo-operative  aoeietiaa 
will  be  formed  under  this  bill,  and  they  will 
humbug,  fool  and  mislead  the  people  into  the 
iileu     that     till  \     are  to     K<^'''  tliem 

goods  for,  perhaps,  nothing;.  The  result  will 
be  that  after  a  while  the  crafty  individual  who 
forms  the  organization,  who  lays  the  trap  and 
geta  the  thing  into  operation,  will  make  an 
easy  living  ont  of  it.  He  will  get  no  maah  for 
the  time  that  he  spends  on  it,  and  in  the  end 
the  money,  in  all  probability,  will  be  loat.  I 
have  no  doubt  it  will  be  the  same  experience 
that  people  had  with  the  (i rangers  and  other 
institutions  of  this  kind.  I  am  entirely  op- 
posed to  this  bilL  I  realised  what  it  waa 
when  I  waa  in  buaineaa.  I  know  what  tha 
retail  merehanto  anffered  by  aneh  orgnniaationa, 
and  I  contend  that,  under  present  eonditiona, 
wifli  the  ri'stricteil  trade,  with  the  efforis  that 
retail  merchants  have  at  the  present  moment 
to  pay  100  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  run  their 
businesa,  it  ia  not  treating  them  properly  to 
eneonraga  oppoaition  of  thia  kind,  and  it  ia 
going  to  result  in  disaster,  1  have  no  doubt, 
to  many  men  wko  are  to-day  trying  to  ma 
an  honest  busineaa  to  aupport  themselves  and 
their  familiea."

agent  or  canvasser.  Having  depleted  their  cap- 
ital by  giving  away  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  it 
to  promoters  and  agenta  to  aocnro  it,  they  tbtn 
state  that  the  buaineaa  will  be  tranaaetad  on 
the  principle  of  co  operation,  all  profits  belong- 
ing to  the  members  and  gh-iroholders.

"Their  Hvstoin  of  audittng  has  led  sometime* 
til  oppdrtiinitifs  for  mimippl-opriation  of  funds, 
which  h,".d  been  nnnnticcd  or  passed  over  by  tlio 
anditon  of  the  •oeletios;  bnt  when  iiideppndont 
anditora  and  eMiminers  had  been  called  in  it 
was  found  that  even  high  oiBeials  had  been 
tampering  with  the  money  belonging  to  the 
working  classes.  Instances  are  known  where 
tlio  iicponnts  have  boon  audited  bv  members, 
and  dividends  declared  when  the  societies  were 
actually  insolvent:  for  example,  the  Oovnn  Cn- 
ojjerativp  Society's  last  balance  sheet  was  audit- 
ed by  four  members  and  found  correct,  and 
yet  it  could  only  pay  one  shilling  and  sixpence 
in  the  pound  to  the  trade  creditors."

If  the  pro- 
moters of  these  miscalled  Co-operative  Stores 
had  the  true  interests  of  the  masses  at  heart, 
and  they  thought  they  had  a  better  plan  than 
the  one  that  has'  stood  the  tost  of  centuries, 
and  made  Croat  Britain  the  greatest  commercial 
nation  in  the  world,  they  would  invite  skilled 
merchants  to  address  their  meetings  and  par- 
ticipate in  their  cause,  but  this  they  dare  not 
do,  as  no  respectable,  honest,  fair-dealing  mer- 


chant would  countenance  a  dividend-paying 
scheme  such  as  they  propose,  and  which  is  only 
another  trading  stamp  proposition  clothed  in 
different  garmenta. 

Look  Very  Oanfolli'  laio  Them 

We  advise  ,vou,  therefore,  not  to  invest  one 
dollar  in  these  so-called  Co  operative  ventures 
without  looking  very  carefully  into  them,  and 
the  more  yon  look  the  more  yon  will  see  that 
they  are  not  for  your  benefit,  bnt  for  the  ben- 
fit  of  the  few  at  the  expense  of  many. 

T  have  no  personal  interest  in  this  matter. 
T  am  interested  in  no  retail  business  or  in  no 
Co-operative  Society,  hut  as  'Dominion  Secre 
tnry  of  "The  Ketail  Merchants'  Association 
of  Canada,"  and  having  had  years  of  practical 
experience  in  the  retail  trade,  I  have  had  an 
excellent  opportunity  of  studying  it  in  all  its 
phases,  and  my  endeavor  has  bi-en  to  place  the 
retail  trade  on  the  liighest  pinnacle,  and  this 
I  have  endeavored  to  do  at  great  personal  loss 
to  myself,  but  I  thoroughlv  believe  that  if 
trade  cannot  be  done  fair  and  square,  then,  our 
religion  is  a  mockery,  and  we  had  better  tear 
down  our  churches  and  turn  them  into  police 
stations,  but  every  honest  merchant  feels  that 
trade  can  be  done  honestly,  and  that  business 
should  conform  to  the  tnie  principles  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  by  our  efforts,  and  with  your  as- 
,  sistance,  we  trust  we  shall  see  that  all  false 
schemes  are  eradicated  from  trade  and  eom- 
meree. 

Since    the    publication    of    this  pamphlet 
in  Toronto,  which  was  distributed  into  fifty 

thousand  homes,  the  Dominion  Co-operative  So- 
ciety, as  well  as  some  others,  which  was  start- 
ed with  a  great  flourish  of  trumpets,  has  fail- 
ed, and  hundreds  of  poor,  hard-working  men 
and  women  have  lost  the  money  they  isYested 
in  them.  A  large  number  of  these  poor  people 
have  called  at  onr  olRee  and  all  regretted  that 
thev  had  not  received  a  copy  of  this  pamphlet 
before  they  invested  their  money,  as  they  say 
it  would  have  saved  them  from  loss  and  annoy- 
ance.
